Strawberry  Culture 

WHY  GROW  STRAWBERRIES  ?  Strawberries  are 
one  of  the  most  profitable  crops  grown.  The 
profit  you  may  expect  is  high  in  comparison 
with  any  other  crop.  It  is  the  first  fruit 
harvested  in  the  season.  Little  money  is  need¬ 
ed  to  start  a  strawberry  garden. 

TIME  TO  PLANT — Early  spring  is  the  logical, 
natural,  and  proven  the  most  successful  and 
satisfactory  time  to  set  strawberry  plants.  If 
you  want  strawberries  next  season,  do  not  neg¬ 
lect  to  set  your  plants  this  spring. 

FALL  PLANTING — Do  not  depend  on  late  plant¬ 
ing  as,  even  if  the  plants  live,  they  will  not 
be  a  success.  It  cannot  be  done. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT — Any  soil  that  grows  a  good 
crop  of  vegetables,  should  give  good  results 
with,  berries 

SETTING  THE  PLANTS.  Set  plants  with  roots 
straight  down,  the  crown  even  with  the  ground 
surface  and  the  soil  packed  firmly  against 
the  roots.  PACKING  FIRMLY  is  very  import¬ 
ant. 

DISTANCE  TO  PLANT.  We  advise  making  your 
rows  314  to  5  feet  apart  and  spacing  the  plants 
from  12  to  18  inches  apart  in  the  row. 

MANURE  AND  FERTILIZER — Barnyard  manure  is 
the  best  fertilizer  for  strawberries.  Where  re- 


quired  500  to  700  pounds  of  superphosphate 
to  the  acre,  is  perhaps  the  better  •  and  cheap¬ 
est  commercial  fertilizer  to  use. 

MATING  OF  VARIETIES.  All  varieties  sold  by 
us  are  perfect  flowering,  male,  staminate  or 
bi-sexual  and  do  not  need  mating  or  other 
varieties  planted  with  them  to  produce  a  crop 
of  perfect  fruit. 

REMOVING  BLOSSOMS.  Blossoms  should  be  re¬ 
moved  from  newly  set  plants,  as  soon  as  they 
appear.  To  allow  berries  to  mature  involves 
a  severe  drain  on  the  vitality  of  the  plant, 
before  its  root  system  is  established.  Remov¬ 
ing  blossoms  should  never  be  neglected. 

MULCHING.  A  light  mulch  of  strawy  manure, 
leaves  evergreens  or  any  coarse  material  can 
be  applied  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  frozen. 

Our  plants  are  grown  for  plants  only.  The  whole 
row  is  dug,  graded,  cleaned  and  counted. 

When  you  buy  our  Extra  Hardy  Northern  Grown 
plants  you  get  the  benefit  of  over  thirty  yea-rs’ 
experience  and  plant  selection.
